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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The applicant has proposed to amend the claims 47-48 to delete the word "about". This changes the range of 
properties for the graft, thus also the scope of the claim. Further, it is noted again to the applicant, a range of either at least 0.48 
kg/mm2 and at least 690 per cent elongation, is still new matter, even without the "about" There is not support for such a range of 0.48 
or 690 percent to infinity.. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments were found non- 
persuasive by the examiner. Okita's graft was interpreted by the examiner to comprise two tubes, in that an outer region of the graft may 
be considered one tube and an inner region of the graft may be considered another tube. Also, Okita discloses materials that are 
"gelled", thus fall under the category of "gelatin" according to gelatin's plainest meaning. Tu's graft inherently possesses the properties 
claimed, since the internodal distances and thus density, and material, are the same as applicants. Even if the tubes are reversed (inner 
outer), the properties of the graft as a whole will be the same as the applicants. For more details on the examiners opinion, see the final 
office action. The examiners position is believed to be adequately described in the previous office action .
